Outline of tb« Plan it to Bolld Ihe University 


or Ine United State*. 


We have been requested to explain 


more fully the plan proposed by the 
George * aihiugton 
Memorial Com- 


mittee, and as our work in this Con- 
gressional district baa beea somewhat 
retarded by the lack of definite infor- 
mation in regard to both the Memorial 
and the National University, we gladly 
do so.—First, then, in regard to the 
University. 


As is well known, Congress will soon 


consider a bill to establish at Washing- 
ton City a great National University to 
be known as "The University of the 
United Siates." The bill in general 
terms provides ior an institution of the 
highest possible type, for the post-grad- 
uate work, or rather for the graduates of 
accredited colleges and universities, and 
with special reference to the work of 
original research in all important fields 
of inquiry. 
The government of the 


University is vested in a " Board of Re- 
gents " and a " Univereity Couucil." 
The " Board of Eegenta " embraces the 
President of the United States, the 
Chief Justice, Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, Secretary of the. Smithsonian, 
president of the National Academy of 
Sciences, president of the Natioiial Edu- 
cation Association and president of the 
University, together with nine citizens 
to be appointed by the President, (with 
the advice of the Senate) no two to be 
from the same state. The " University 
Council" will have immediate charge of 
the work of instruction, and investiga- 
tion. It consists] of the R-gents and 
twelve other members appointed by 
them from among the most eminent ed- 
ucators of the land. 
Co-operative rela- 


tions are to be established with other 
institutions and neither sectarian nor po- 
litical preferences in any form are to be al- 
lowed in the operation of the University. 
Provision is made for the use of what is 
known as University Square, the site set 
apart by Washington for university pur- 
poses and lately occupied by the Naval 
Observatory. 
Gifta and bequests are to 


be deposited in the U. S. Treasury in 
trust, and invested in U. S. bonds bear 
icg interest at the rate of five per cent, 
interest. 
The present bill is the out- 


growth of more than one hundred years 
of agitation. 
The thought of a univer- 


sity first came to Washington while in 
command of the Revolutionary army. 
Subsequently as President he repeatedly 
urgfd its establishment and in his will 
left $25,000 in stocks as a first endow- 
ment—the interest to be compounded. 
The idea cherished by Washington was 
endorse') by Presidents John Adams, Jef- 
feraon, Madison, Monroe, John Quincy 
Adams and Jackson, and in later years 
by Presidents Grant and Hay en, but for 
lack of organized effort nothing practical 
was accomplished. The preaeut wide 
spread movemeut was inaugurated by 
tbe National Education Association in 
1891. They appointed a committee of 
one hundred eminent educators, jur'sts, 
scientists and scholar0, who Inimecl the 
bill now pending and who are known aa 
"The National University Committee." 
Now what relation di ea the University 
bear to " The George Washington Me- 
morial ? " Simply this : Assuming the 
early establishment, of the university, 
some ot the patriotic women oE the 
country, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Ellen A. Richardson, of Boston, organ- 
ized last August the George Washington 
Memorial Committee, their purpose be- 
ing to raise by popular subscription es- 
pecially among the women, children and 
youth of the country, on, or near Wash- 
ington's birthday, next, the sum of $25,- 
000 for the erection 
on University 


Square, of the first university building, 
to be used as an administration build- 
ing, and to be known as "The George 
Washington Memorial." 
Should they 


succeed, and they will, to the women of 
the country will belong the honor of 
laying the corner stone of this great en- 
terprise. The work is most thoroughly 
systematized. 
The Memorial commit- 


tee is composed of ft chairman, secre- 
taries and treasurer, and one vice-chair- 
man from each state and territory in the 
Union. This vice-chairman becomes in 
turn the chairman for the state—(Mrs. 
Calvin S. Brice is chairman of our 
state,) with secretaries and treasurer and 
one vice-chairman from each congres- 
sional district. This vice-chairman be- 
comes chairman of her district ftnd ap- 
points a vice-chairman, secretaries and 
treasurer for the district, and a'so sever- 
al vice-chairmen in the different count- 
ies, and is expected to call to her aid 
especially the various Women's Clubs 
aiid organizations, and the children and 
youth of the public schools, who will 
naturally be interested in this great pro- 
vision for their 
future educational 


needs. 
Very 
encouraging responses 


have been received from letters sent out 
to the various towns and villages of this 
district, not one of which has been over- 
looked, and while their purses are evi- 
dently not quite so full of money as 
their hearts of patriotism, with a few 
exceptions, they promise to do what 
they can for the cause. The various 
clubs of Portsmouth are responding cor- 
dially. Two or three entertainments 
are being planned for the benefit of the 
cause and the committee hope that the 
tenth district will make a creditable 
showing.

Views Have Been Exchanged.

Peking, Sir Claude McDonald,, and the 
admiralty. 


Havana, Feb. 7. — There is no disa-

On the contrary, all the ministers

cabinet in their official capacity will 
do all in their power to smooth the 
pathway and will contribute to all pri- 
vate efforts to bring about a favorable 
issue. 


Senor Galvez says the cabinet is ex- 


pecting favorable news from the prov- 
ince of Santa Clara, and- assurances 
that General Maximo Gomez retired 
across the trocha into the Camaguey 
district owing to lack of support and 
to "the conflicting opinions that dis- 
tract the insurgents in eastern Cuba." 


Peace will come, he declares, by the 


"combined action of arms arid politics," 
but it is absolutely necessary to dem- 
onstrate the efficiency, of Spanish arms 
at the same time that the beneficial in- 
fluences of the new regime are being 
made known.

When I was half way 


down the stairs he was going out the 
door. 
While his hand was yet on the 


door latch I called to him in a loud 
tone of .voice, 'Mr. Warner, I have a 
.jsobpoena for yon.' He answred 'I 
want to make tbis train,' and kept on 
going. 
When I got down to the pave- 


ment be was about one-third of the dis- 
tance to the alley. 
I called to him 


loudly, 'Mr. Warner, I have a subpoena 
for yon in case of Smith against Kel- 
ley. 
Consider yourself as summoned ' 


He was going almost in a run and did 
not check np or look back. I. came 
tack into the ounrt room thinking the 
service sufficient. 
After thinking over 


the matter, fearing possibly he might 
have misunderstood mo, I toid Sheriff 
Rickey to go to the train and oatch 
him. 
Mr. Rickey later telephoned me 


he was not there. This was reported to 
the 
conrt and an attachment was 


issued.
